plan for establishment of a system of home loan 
discount banks to release frozen real estate assets and promote a re­ 
vival of home building. Since its publication Nov. 13 a vast 
deal 
oi 
favorable comment has been forthcoming. Unlike the plan for a na­ 
tional credit corporation it was close to the individual 
problems 
ot 
millions of home owners, it was a sound proposal for solution of an 
important problem. 
Congress will be asked to indorse the plan, allicit undoubtedly will 
have received the endorsement of Mr. Hoover’s conference 
on 
home 
building and home ownership by that tune. 'Hie conference is to con- 
vi ne in Washington December 3. Congress convenes December 4. 
H ic problem of home building financing, while particularly acute at 
picsent, existed before the depression and will exist when it is over. 
T ie Hoover plan is intended to strengthen those 
Institutions 
which 
make home financing all or part of their business permanently, as well 
as through the remainder of the depression. 
It is common knowledge th at residential building touched a new 
low for the depression in September. At present tile principal prospect 
!or betterment In this fundamental business activity Is eventual ac­ 
cumulation oi a housing shortage, such as led to the building boom 
that started in 1922 after the depression of 1921. The prospect Is some­ 
what clouded, however, by “huddling”—the tendency in difficult times 
to move Into smaller quarters and to “double up” with other families 
for the sake of living economy, This tendency not only is reflected in 
the demand for new housing space, but In the type of new building 
oc ing done as well, Many new' apartm ent houses, for instance, feature 
smaller living quarters than probably will bt* in demand when the de­ 
pression is over. 


These considerations, however, are closely connected with current 
conditions. In better times the opposite is true. Instead of “huddling” 
families spread out in larger quarters. The President’s plan is design­ 
ed to make it easier for them to afford more commodious quarters as 
quickly and ra.sily as possible. A revival of .building now would hasten 
Jccovery from the depression; a conimgaiue of building, with the aid 
of more satisfatcory financing, would help to stabilize business perman­ 
ently. Strengthening- of the credit system in home building is needed. 
Funds for financing of home construction come chiefly from bulld­ 
o g and loan associations, insurance companies, 
mortgage
